Escaped German Prisoner 


Sought In Du 


Widespread investigations, 
launched last week by provincial 
and mounted police, con- 
tinulr toda} on Vancouver 
Island to locate Walter Manhardt, 
escaped German prisoner of war, 
reported seen four times at Cow 
ichan Bay and Duncan 

R.C.M.P. officers in Victoria 
have asked any person who has 
seen a man answering the de 
scription of the escaped prisoner 
to get in touch with the nearest 
police office at once. Although 
not completely satisfied with the 
identification of the man believed 
to be the prisoner who escaped 
from an ‘internment camp at 
Gravenhurst, Ont., last August 8, 
police are posting pictures of the 
prisoner and investigating all re- 
ports. 

The fugitive was a lieutenant 
in the German air force. He is 
27 years old, weighs 174 pounds, 
has brown eyes and dark brown 
hair. Five feet seven inches tall, 
he is of erect carriage and power- 
ful build. His complexion is sal 
low, hig chin pointed and promi- 
nent. He has a small mole on the | 
throat

According to received 
last week by R.C.M-P. officers, 
the Nazi stepped off the Van-| 
couver Island Coach Lines Ltd. | 
bus at the village at Cowichan 
Bay, Dec. 18, The following day 
he was reported on the govern: | 
ment and other wharves at Cow- 
ichan Bay. 

Although police are satisfied 
he did not take a bus out of 
Cowichan, the escafed Nazi flier | 
was later reported in Duncan, al- | 
though a check at hotels failed 
|to show that he stayed there. 

All persons reporting having 
seen the Nazi seemed reasonably | 
sure of the identification by a 
|picture which appeared several | 
months ago in newspapers but 
failed to pick Manhardt’s picture 
out of a: group presented by 
police. 

SECOND ESCAPE 

Manhardt previously escaped 
from the same camp. in 1941 and | 
was picked up at the U.S.-Cana- 
dian border at Ogdensburg, New | 
York,

Mid-Western States 


CHICAGO. fAP)—A 
wave was blowing in from central 
Canada today and forecasters 
said it would appear over the en 
tire mid-west by night and: bring 
zero or lower temperatures .to 
several states, 

It was 25 below zero in north 
ern Minnesota this morning, al 
most frigid in North Dakota 
and eastern Montana and slightly 
below zero in south Dakota.
